Levy joins cabinet 
---named deputy PM

David Levy ended his day-long 
rebellion yesterday and entered the 
new cabinet with his political 
standing bolstered by the additional 
title of deputy prime minister with 
overall responsibility for social af¬ 
fairs. .He did so just in time to be 
sworn in as Housing Minister with 
the rest of the new cabinet last 
nighL 

Levy was also given responsibility 
for Project Renewal. His nomina¬ 
tion for the position of deputy prime 
minister will be brought to the 
Knesset for approval in a fortnight 
This followed what was seen as 
steamroller pressure on Levy 
throughout the day yesterday not to 
carry out Iris threat and stay out of 
the government. The compromise 
idea whereby Levy wouty- be com¬ 
pensated with a deputy premiership 
for the absorption portfoBo he. had 
lost to TamPs Aharon Abuhatzeira, 
was formally put-tp. him by Agudat 
Yisrael’s Shlomo Lorincz. 

The idea, however, was already 
mooted by sources close to the 
prime minister on Tuesday night. 
Final negotiations with Levy were 
conducted through the mediation of 
Abuhatzeira, whom Levy considers 


a rival for the electoral support of 
North African Jews. 

The reversal came after he had 
been telling his supporters yester¬ 
day that his absence from the coali- 
.tion would be a long-term one and 
that he might even sit out the entire 
term of office. 

He stressed that he could not 
enter the new cabinet unless he ob¬ 
tained a clear-cut “promotion.” His 
chief rival within Herut, Ariel 
Sharon, improved his position when 
he won the defence portfolio. And 
when Sharon arranged the deal in 
which Levy's absorption portfolio 
would go to Tami’s Aharon 
Abuhatzeira, he enhanced the posi¬ 
tion of Levy’s rival outside the 
party. 

The biggest obstacle to the com¬ 
promise was Deputy Prime Minister 
Simha Ehrlich's initial opposition to 
sharing his title. But he was finally 
persuaded *'by Prime Minister 
Menachem- Begin's argument that 
Levy’s absence from the cabinet 
would be detrimental to the Likud. 

Sources dose to Levy said that he 
had been promised the deputy 
premiership with responsibility for 
social affairs several weeks ago. He 
was astonished, therefore, when

Immunity issue to be raised 
at Abuhatzeira trial today

TEL AVIV. — The second trial of 
Aharon Abqhatzeira gets under way 
today, but the outgoing religious af¬ 
fairs minister's lawyers, contending 
that he has regained parliamentary 
immunity, will ask the court to stay 
proceedings. Abuhatzeira is 
minister-designate for Labour and 
Social AfTairs and Absorption. 

Abuhatzeira is accused of lying to 
the Interior Ministry and to the city 
council of Ramie when he was 
mayor, to procure grants and loans 
for himself and others from the 
Abuhatzeira . Fund, a charity es¬ 
tablished in 1973, in memory, of his 
father. 

Among the six charges he faces 
are theft, aggravated fraud, breach 
of trust and conspiracy to commit- a 
crime. 

Lawyer Ram Caspi, who is 
defending Abuhatzeira, said yester¬ 
day that his client's election to the 
iOlh Knesset means the parliamen¬ 
tary immunity to prosecution strip-

Also' listed as a defendant is 
Abuhatzeira's aide Moshe Gabai, 
who was a co-signer with him for 
the fund's accounts during the 
minister’s 1974-1977 tenure as 
Ramie mayor.

Three-vote majority 
for new Begin cabinet

Menachem Begin's second 
Likud-led administration won 
the Knesset's confidence close 
to midnight last night by a vote 
of 61 to 58. 

In a last-minute development. 
Begin, closing the day-long'debate, 
announced to the house that David 
Levy (Likud-Herui) would serve as 
his housing minister after all. Levy 
had responded to Begin's personal 
appeals. Begin said, and to dozens 
of cables and delegations 
throughout the day importuning 
him to reverse his earlier refusal. 
(See column three.) 

The opposition vote was reduced 
by one through the absence of 
Haim Bar-Lev (Alignment-Labour) 
who is hospitalized following a 
riding accident. 

The NRP super-dove Avraham 
Melamed, who had been threaten¬ 
ing to abstain in the vote because he 
feared the excessive influence 
which Ariel Sharon might wield as 
defence minister, caved in last night 
under party pressure when the NRP 
ministers said they would not as¬ 
sume their portfolios if Melamed 
abstained. 

The NRP forced Melamed to 
make a public statement that he 
would vote for the government 
despite his personal objections to 
Sharon. Melamed said he changed 
his mind because he did not want to 
cause an internal crisis in the NRP. 

The prime minister's closing 
speech — like his opening address 
10 hours eariier — was in the main a 
hectoring party-political harangue, 
which drew vollies of interjections 
from the Labour benches and 
counter-cries from the Likud. 

Begin dredged up historical con¬ 
troversies from the First Aliya 


through Nili and the Ahalcna. 

He also took issue with Labour 
chairman Shimon Peres’ daim dur¬ 
ing the debate that the Alignment 
faction represents the largest 
number of votes now that Shulamil 
A torn (Citizens Rights M overnen 0 
has joined it. “You have indeed 
joined Labour, Mre. Aloni, and kol 
hakavod." Begin said, “But did you 
ask your voters?” 

As the premier spoke, law profes¬ 
sor Amnon Rubinstein (Shinui) 
shouted from his seat, “A man who 
wilt swear loyalty as a minister 
tonight will come up for trial tomor¬ 
row morning. It is unprecedented 
and unparalleled on earth.” He was 
referring to Labour and Social 
Welfare and Absorption Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzeira (Tami) who 
faces embezzlement and fraud

Begin dismissed the interruption 
with a contemptuous wave of the 
hand. 

After the vote, all the ministers 
who. save for Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer (NRP), were 
decked out in suits and white shirts, 
filed to the rostrum to take the oath 
of office. Moshe Dayan MK 
(Telem) was seen slipping out of the 
plenary before the ceremony. 

The last speaker before Begin 
was Aguda’s new faction chief, 
Avraham Shapiro, who is to be the 
coalition chairman. In all my 
25 years as an industrialist I have 
not heard so much hatred, so many 
personal insults, so much verbal 


cannibalism as in this one day in the 
Knesset,” the neophyte legislator 
said. 

In turn captivating, amusing and 
intriguing the house, Rabbi Shapiro 
repeatedly dwelt on his warm 
friendship towards the Labour 
Party. “I'm sure that had 1 come to 
my friend Shimon (Peres) with the 
coalition demands, he would have 
accepted them in five minutes flat..." 

He urged Labour to “buy the 
package now — for four years 
time." He urged the opposition 
party not to be despondent. “It’s 
not pleasant out there in the opposi¬ 
tion, but you’ll be back quicker than 
you think." 

Shapiro's remarks set the Knesset 
abuzz with speculation. Some felt 
that being, as he said of himself “not 
a political man," he had allowed his 
persona] preference for Labour to 
show through. Others, however, 
suggest that the astute industrialist 
(he is the owner of Carmel CarpeLs) 
was signalling to Begin that Agiida 
was not to be taken for granted 
despite the coalition gains. 

Premier Begin was apparently of 
the latter school. He congaLulated 
Shapiro, saying, “He is not a 
political man, but he proved to have 
a political sense that is hard to 
beat.” 

Agudat Yisrael will reportedly get 
assistant director-general positions 
in six ministries, including Educa¬ 
tion, Religious Affairs, and Labour 
and Social AfTairs. in addition, the 
coalition executive will be chaired 
for the first year by Aguda MK 
Avraham Shapira. Shlomo Lorincz 
will continue to chair the Knesset 
Finance Committee, as will 
Menahem Porush the Knesset 
Labour and Social Affairs Commit¬ 
tee. 


Begin, Peres in bitter exchange

Prime Minister MetiaSlFm Begin 
and opposition leader Shimon Peres 
aiid their supporters engaged in 
acrimonious exchanges yesterday as 
the premier presented his new 
government for the approval of the 
Tenth Knesset. 

The presentation was made at the 
end of the three-week period Begin 
had been given by President 
Yitzhak Navon to form a coalition. 

Begin read his entire 38-minute 
speech, looking up from the 
prepared text only to make several 
sarcastic asides and to participate in 
across-the-floor exchanges 
precipitated by his remarks. 

He spoke after the house had 
elected two temporary deputy 
Knesset speakers; Moshe Shahal 
(Alignment-Labour) and Meir 
Cohen (Likud-Herut). The election 
of Speaker Menahem Savidor’s per¬ 
manent deputies awaits the results 
of the inter-factional wheeling and 
dealing, which is not yet over. 

President Yitzhak Navon look the 
customary seal for the occasion of 
the presentation of the new govern¬ 
ment — in the gallery to the left of 
the podium. 

Begin opened his speech with a 
reminder that on election, day the 
Likud won a plurality of the votes in 
10 of the country's 17 election dis¬ 
tricts. Furthermore, he said, the 
seven districts in which the Align¬ 
ment outpaced the Likud are less 
densely populated than the 10 in 
which the Likud led. 

Describing this as the nation's 
"second vote of confidence in four 
years,” the premier said, turning to 
the Alignment seats: “Through 
eight Knesseis you were in the habit 
of praising the nation’s wisdom in 
knowing for whom to vote. When I 
asked you to repeat this assessment 
four years ago. you raged: ‘The na¬ 
tion made a mistake, which won't 
be repeated.' What do you say now? 
Has this ‘wise’ nation made the 
same mistake a second time? And 
what will you say the third time it 
happens?” 

Turning to political issues, Begin 


Call for resuming 
ties with Soviets

Prime-Minister Menachem Begin 
told the Knesset yesterday that, 
Israel is readj to resume normal 
relations with the Soviet Union. 

However, Moscow will have to 
take the initiative to resume rela¬ 
tions that it severed in 1967. 

If the Soviets choose to do so, 
“we shall first demand the release of 
all the Prisoners of Zion and the 
freedom of return to the Jewish 
people's historic homeland for all 
Jews wishing to do so.” 

spoke of the “inherent” and 
“natural" right of a nation to defend 
itself against aggression, as defined 
In the UN Charier and the Locarno 
Pact. It is this right that Israel has 
exercised, he said, in bombing the 
Iraqi reactor and in various military 
operations in Lebanon. 

He warned that anyone trying to 
interfere with Israel Air Force 
photo-reconnaissance flights over 
Lebanon “will bear the conse¬ 
quences." Such flights are “express¬ 
ly excluded from the concept of 
hostile acts" referred to in the 
cease-fire agreement negotiated 
with U.S. peace-maker Philip 
Habib. 

Furthermore, Begin said, “the 
-unilateral breaches of the peace 
'from beyond the Lebanese border 
cannot continue." 

He said that not Israel but Egypt 
suspended the Palestinian 
autonomy talks — “in our estima¬ 
tion, for no good reason." 

U.S .-Israel relations, he said, 
have seen “a number of political 
changes for the better" — such as 
President Ronald Reagan's state¬ 
ment that Jewish settlement in Eretz 
Ysrael is not illegal — “and a 
number of negative practical 
developments.” such as the suspen¬ 


sion of the delivery of the F-16 air¬ 
craft and the decision to supply F- 
15 advanced gear and AWACS to 
Saudi Arabia. 

Concerning what he sees as 
changes for the better, the premier 
also noted the “great importance" 
of Reagan's repeated statement that 
Israel is a friend and ally of the U.S. 
and that Israel is playing an impor¬ 
tant role in stemming Soviet expan¬ 
sion in this region. 

As for a written treaty between 
the U.S. and Israel, the premier 
said: “Small states like us cannot 
risk initiatives in this direction, for 
they cannot afford refusal. It would 
be more proper for the big power to 
take the initiative.” 

Israel does not wish foreign 
soldiers fighting for her. However, 
“a joint stand for a common cause 
— joining forces in defence of 
freedom and democracy — is 
another matter altogether. Such a 
treaty and such a joint stand are 
needed today perhaps more than 
ever before, at a lime when aggres¬ 
sive totalitarianism is on the march 
and liberty is retreating.” 

He epxressed hope that under 
Francois Mitterrand's leadership, 
“the friendship and cooperation 
between France and Israel will be 
resumed, to the benefit of both." 

Returning to domestic matters, 
Begin said that “the Herzlian prin¬ 
ciple that we are one nation was un¬ 
dermined in the last elections,” and 
he called on everybody to forgive 
and forget, now that the election 
campaign was over. He promptly 
reminded the Alignment of state¬ 
ments some of its members made 
during the election campaign and in 
election post mortems — state¬ 
ments which, taken out of context, 
are offensive to Jews from the 
Islamic lands. Alignment MKs 
shouted that it was Begin who was 
Laking the statements out of con¬ 
text. 

“You're splitting the nation in 
two!”

El A1 workers: We’ll close airport

TEL AVIV. — El Al’s works com¬ 
mittees yesterday decided un¬ 
animously to close down Ben- 
Gurion Airport if the coalition 
agreement to slop the airline's 
operations on Saturdays and holi-. 
days is implemented. 

No foreign airlines will be al¬ 
lowed to profit from losses incurred 
by El AI for religious reasons, the 
chairman of El Ai's maintenance 
workers committee, Eilan 
Rosen man, said yesterday. “We wilt, 
block the runways with aircraft, 
vehicles and our own bodies to pre¬ 
vent . departures and arrivals on 
Saturdays or holidays. No holds will 
be'burred.” 

Another works comiftiilcc 


member noted that stopping El Al's 
operations .on Saturdays and holi¬ 
days'will ulso disrupt flight prepara¬ 
tions on Saturday nights and Sun¬ 
days, as well as flights on Thursdays 
in some parts of the world. 

The coalition agreement is ex¬ 
pected, to cost El AI some S50 mil¬ 
lion a year as well as the jobs of 
5,000 workers, u committee spokes¬ 
man said. 

“After working so hard and giv¬ 
ing up so" much to get the airline 
buck on its feel, this will throw us all 
buck to square one and we will not 
stand for it.” a member of the 
workshops committee said. 

The chairman of El Al’s board of 
directors, Avraham Sharif, met 
yesterday evening with Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and Tran¬ 
sport Minister-designate Halm Corfu 


in Jerusalem in a last ditch effort to 
avert what he called an “Impemflng 
disaster.” It was decided to appoint a 
public committee of experts to ex¬ 
plore the implications of the coalition 

agreement. 

El Al's executive yesterday held 
feverish consultations with the new 
government's economic ministers, 
explaining to them the damage that 
the decision would cause the airline. 
El Al's financial department has 
prepared assessments of the finan¬ 
cial damage. Deputy Prime 
Minister Simha Ehrlich said over 
the radio yesterday that El Al's 
operations would not cease on 
Saturdays and holidays for at least 
eight months from now, because 
even Agudat Israel must realize that 
ull the aspects of this move must be 
thoroughly examined.

Lebanon leftists 
clash — 17 killed 

BEIRUT (AP). — Clashes between 
two Moslem leftist militias left 17 
persons dead in the northern 
Lebanese port city of Tripoli 
yesterday, while a shaky cease-fire 
in the south appeared to hold 
despite a Palestinian report that 
Israeli gunboats fired at a Palesti¬ 
nian refugee camp. 

' A police spokesman said at least 
36 persons were wounded in the 
street battles which pitted 
militiamen of the newly-formed 
pro-Syrian Democratic Party and of 
a group calling itself the Popular 
Resistance Front. He said 
machineguns and rocket-propelled 
grenades were used in the fighting 
which began on Tuesday evening. 
and continued into yesterday after¬ 
noon. 

There was no clear indication as 
to what had triggered the hostilities 
between the two factions, which 
had previously been allied with 
Palestinian terrorists against 
Lebanon's. Christians during the 
1975-76 civil war. 


India bus crash kills 21

High Court asked to nullify 
army exemptions agreement 


The High Court of Justice yester¬ 
day agreed to hear the petition of a 
Tel Aviv lawyer that it declare il¬ 
legal the agreement reached 
between Defence Minister-, 
designate Ariel Sharon and Agudat 
Yisrael exempting haTrim b'tshuva 
(newly religious) from military ser¬ 
vice. 

The argument of the lawyer, 
Yehuda Roester. will be heard by a 
bench of three justices after the 
court recess at the end of this 
month. 

Roesler claims that the distinc¬ 
tions made in the coalition agree¬ 
ment about exemptions for the new¬ 
ly religious and those who teach in 
yeshiwt have no foundation in the 
law. Mlitary-service, the application 
says, is an obligation that fails 
equally on all citizens, both men 
and women, without regard to their 
religious beliefs. 

The law permits the minister of 
defence to grant exemptions only 
on grounds of national security, the 
applicant states. 

Roesler maintains that his 
sirinri;™ on the issue rests on both 


private and public grounds. AS a 
private individual, if those granted 
exemptions in the coalition agree¬ 
ment were to serve in the army, 
then his own reserve service would 
be reduced: On public grounds, he 
maintains that in a democratic 
society the burden of military ser¬ 
vice must be distributed fairly and 
without discrimination on the 
grounds of national security. 

Also yesterday, 185 religious 
army reserve officers and other 
ranks presented a petition to Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and to 
Sharon, protesting against the ex¬ 
emptions granted the newly 
religious. 

The signatories protest that in the 
coalition agreement “the govern¬ 
ment of Israel gives legitimation to 
the conception that Judaism and 
Zionism are mutually exclusive, and 
that becoming newly observant of 
necessity means cutting oneself off 
from Zionism.” 

“We view Zionism as an integral 
part of our Judaism," the 
signatories declared. (Itim)

preparations.” the official said. He 
added that the issue of Israeli settle¬ 
ments on the West Bank did not 
arise during the first round of talks. 

Reagan, earlier in the day at a 
formal arrival ceremony on the 
south lawn of the White House, 
looked at Sadat and declared: "We 
want you to know that although the 
Americans have changed presi¬ 
dents. we have not altered our com¬ 
mitment to peace, or our desire to 
continue building upon the achieve¬ 
ments of Camp David.” 

Both leaders, who had never met, 
heaped praise on each other. 
Reagan said: “Your courage in tak¬ 
ing the first step, your good faith in 
pursuing a tangible agreement with 
a former enemy, your maturity and 
moderation in the face of frustra¬ 
tion since Camp David, all of these 
are worthy of a man whom history 
will undoubtedly label one of the 
20 th century's most courageous 
peace-makers.” 

Sadat, standing next to Reagan 
on a raised podium and wiping 
sweat from his face under a hot 
Washington sun, said the talks were 
taking place “at a crucial moment... 
for our region, for the Middle East, 
for the U.S.I and for the world- at 
large.” 

He warned that “the rising ten¬ 
sion and violence which we witnes¬ 
sed during the past few weeks in our 
area is a living evidence of the 
urgent need for a comprehensive 
peace in the Middle East." 

IrTtheir fortnal remarks at the 
ceVerhofiy^Wth' wak compete with 
& military colour guard, the playing 
of the U.S. and Egyptian national 
anthems and a 21 -gun salute, 
neither Sadat nof Reagan men¬ 
tioned Israel or the Palestinians by 
name. 

The senior administration official 
who briefed reporters noted that 
much of the discussion in the White 
House later in the day focused on 
the peace process. He said that 
Sadat had repeated his suggestion, 
made publicly in London a day 


earlier, that the U.S. drop its op¬ 
position to PLO involvement in the 
negotiations. 

But the official noted that Sadat 
had recognized other possible ways 
to skirt around this delicate 
problem, pointing out, for example, 
that West Bank and Gaza mayors 
also, represent Palestinians. 

Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig said on NBC's Today show 
earlier in the morning that the U.S. 
had no intention of moving away 
from its traditional refusal to 
recognize or negotiate with the PLO 
until the PLO accepts Israel's right 
to exist. 

Haig said that the U.S. position 
was well known to all of the parties 
concerned, insisting that it was “en¬ 
tirely” up to the PLO to make the 
first move — not Israel. 

Reagan was interviewed on Tues¬ 
day by The Washington Star and his 
remarks were published yesterday. 

The president said he looked 
forward to the talks with Sadat and 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
next month “because I think that to 
bring peace to the Middle East is 
one of the most important things in 
the international scene. That is the 
tinderbox that could light the fire. 
And, I believe, to do it, we have got 
to get the help of some of the 
moderate Arab states and convince 
them that we can be allied with 
them as we are with Israel and that 
we're not in there biased for the 
part of one nation alone.” 

According to the. senior ad- 
minisua&M eoffisial.. Reagan told 
Sadat rlbat'the major . threat was 
fodra^tfee Soyiets and their proxies. 
To the disappointment of Israeli of¬ 
ficials. the administration official 
later defined the “proxies" as Cuba, 
East Germany and Libya but 
pointedly did not include the PLO. 

Sadat, in reply, again expressed 
Egypt’s appreciation for U.S. 
economic, military and political 
support. He specifically referred to 
America's help in reopening the 
Suez Canal following the 1973 war 
and in achieving the Sinai 11 agree¬ 
ment.

Labour) shouted in the verbal brawl 
that followed. His comrade. Rabbi 
Menahem Hacohen, called out im- 
pas 5 jonedly: “You preach ‘forgive 
and forget' and you incite to 
hatred!" 

Begin called for reconciliation, 
and then read off the list of 
proposed cabinet members. When 
he announced Herut member Haim 
Corfu's nomination as transport 
minister, he said that, the outgoing 
minister, the ailing Haim Landau, 
had pleaded with him to be relieved 
of the post. And he expressed the 
hope that David Levy would even¬ 
tually “heed the call of patriotic 
duly and the pleas of all his col¬ 
leagues. including me," to accept 
the Housing and Construction port¬ 
folio — now separated from Ab¬ 
sorption. which has been handed to 
Tamrs Aharon Abuhatzeira. 

Alignment leader Shimon Peres, 
leading off the debate, opened his 
40-minute speech by noting that his 
party had the largest increase of any 
parly in the votes received in the 
last election over the 1977 totals — 
an increase of 60 per cent, from 
430,000 to 708.000. (The calculation 
of the percentage was a last-minute 
operation, in which he had been as¬ 
sisted. while Begin was speaking, by 
Alignment-Mapam colleague Yair 
Tzaban, sitting behind him, who 
happened lo have a pocket 
calculator.) 

Peres said this is “the first time in 
the history of the Stale or Israel that 
a prime minister mounted the 
podium to present a government 
and engaged in incitement instead.” 

“Why?" Peres asked, his voice 
.rising, “do you (Begin) Lake isolated 
sentences and phrases instead of 
presenting a unifying, coalescing 
statement?" If he wished, he said, 
he could do the same with state¬ 
ments Begin hud made at various 
limes and places. 

Peres went on to read from his 
prepared text, listing what he said 
were the many achievements of the 
public he represents. 

“This public is spread out all over 
the map of this country,' and it has a 
maximal part in the creation of this 
map. It includes Jews from ail 
countries and liturgies, founders 
and builders of the development 
(owns, tillers of the soil, members of 


the Histadrut, intellectuals, self- 
employed and salaried workers, 
religious and secular Jews, Arabs 
and Druse. It is a movement that 
has a long history and a passionate 
faith, a history of restoration and 
construction. It is the movement 
that decided to establish a Jewish 
slate in part of Eretz Yisrael ” 

As he went on to list what he said 
were the Zionist Labour move¬ 
ment's achievements, sometimes in 
general and sometimes in specific 
terms, he was interrupted several 
times by members of different coali¬ 
tion parties who called out: “What 
about the others?” (Likud’s Akiva 
Nof) “What about us?" (Agudat 
Yisrad’s Rabbi Menahem Porush). 

Peres: “Picture Israel without the 
kibbutzim we built, without the 
moshavim, without the develop- 
menl towns." Ehud Olmert 
(Likud-La’am): “But none of the 
development towns support you, 
Mr. Peres.” 

He called on Agudat Yisrael to 
consider the fact that "religion 
flourished under the Alignment. 
Since you started getting so much 
money, the Orthodox parties have 
shrunk. What kind of coalition 
negotiations were these, which dealt 
only with the budget of the yeshivot 
but not with the defence budget?" 

He criticized “my friends in the 
NRP, who started out with spiritual 
stocktaking (a reference to Educa¬ 
tion and Culture Minister Zevulun 
Hammer’s post-election statement 
that the NRP might do well to take 
stock of itself after losing six seats 
instead of joining the government 
again) and ended up counting port¬ 
folios.” 

He spoke sarcastically of how 
Tami, which ran on a blatantly 
eihnic-Oriental Jewry platform, 
failed to adhere lo its principles. He 
noted that it h^d not supported 
Iraq-born Shlomo Hillel's can¬ 
didacy for the Knesset speakership, 
and had caused Morocco-born 
David Levy's departure from the 
cabinet (over the fact that his Ab¬ 
sorption portfolio has been given to 
Abuhul/.ciru). 

He spoke in'a similar vein of .the 
Liberals' and their principles. 

In conclusion, he said that "when 
this cualitionul festival is over, we 
shall come to the nation with our 
alternative, an alternative of truth, 
of realism, hope and responsibility.”

first case against Abuhatzeira, and 
wasacquitt'd.

Abuhatzeira m March 1977 al¬ 
legedly told the Ramie city council 
which discussed the transfers that 
the money was allocated for tuition 
fees for university and yeshiva stu¬ 
dents. 

The then-mayor also allegedly 
said the state comptroller audited 
the fund. The prosecution will try to 
prove that this constituted lying in 
aggravated circumstances because 
Abuhatzeira himself had signed the 
cheques drawn on the fund and pas¬ 
sed through his own bank account.

Begin initially did not act on this 
earlier understanding. This position, 
the sources noted, is similar to that 
filled previously by.Yigael Yadm. 

At the farewell session of the out¬ 
going cabinet yesterday at 9 a.m., 
B egin had warm words of praise for 
his departing cabinet colleagues and 
these were returned in kind. Yigael 
Yadin said he would “took on my 
service under Begin with pride, 
despite differences of opinion I- 
am convinced that were it not for 
Begin the peace agreement with 
Egypt would never have been con¬ 
tracted.'’ 

But the most emotional moment 
belonged to Levy, who dwelt on 
how much serving in the cabinet 
had meant for one “who began his 
working life on the construction 
site.

Outgoing press officer feted in Washington

« The advent of Yehuda Ben-Meir 
(NRP) to the Foreign Ministry as its 
first-ever deputy minister is awaited 
by ministry men with trepidaticn 
and some misgivings. 

. A dosed coterie which never 
welcomed newcomers and out¬ 
siders, the ministry staff seems all 
the more dubious about Ben-Meir 
because H has developed such a 
warm regard for the present 
minister, Yitzhak Shamir (Likud- 
Herut). 

Top-ranking ministry slafTers»are 
aware that Shamir was not at all 
enthusiastic about the idea of hav¬ 
ing a deputy — and this awareness 
adds to their doubts about deputy 
minister Ben-Meir. 

They wonder how the two men 
will hit It off together. Shamir, the 
taciturn, reticent and entirely un- 
glamourous older man, and Ben- 
Meir, extroverted, undisguisedly 
ambitious, with a flair for public 
relations and a penchant for 
headline-catching pronouncements. 

Ben-Meir himself told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that “as a 
psychologist (he lectures to post¬ 
graduate students at Bar-IIan 
University). I know from various 
studies that husbands and wives 
who have opposite characteristics 
succeed best in marriage.” 

“After talking with Shamir. I 
have no doubt that we will work 
welt together. 1 have known him for 
many years, and share the universal 
admiration for him,” Ben-Meir 
said. 

The ministry men wonder too, as 
do outside political observers, what 
Ben-Meir's appointment signals for 
Shamir's own political future only a 
few months ago, Shamir was widely 
regarded as Premier Menachem 
Begin's heir-apparent in the Likud 
leadership. 

Since then, he has suffered two 
setbacks: first. Begin's old Iigun 
comrade-in-arms, Ya’acov Meridor, 
returned to politics — and now to a 
prime post in the new Begin 


government: and second, Ariel 
Sharon was promoted to defence 
minister, and thus joined the front¬ 
runners in the succession stakes. . 

The foisting of a deputy foreign 
minister upon the reluctant Shamir 
has been a third blow to his 
perceived power and prestige within 
his party — especially since Sharon 
quickly and firmly slapped down the 
idea that Ben-Meir be named his 
dupuly at defence. 

Ministry insiders said yesterday 
that Ben-Meir had already in¬ 
dicated that he proposes to be an 
acLive deputy minister. They said he 
wants responsibility for hasbara (in¬ 
formation) policy and wants to be 
involved in Israel-US. relations. 

Sul the prospective deputy 
minister last night denied any par¬ 
ticular preferences. M I wifi do 
whatever the minister asks me to 
do,” he said. 

The insiders added that Ben-Meir 
intends to bring with him his own 
secretary and assistant. “Shamir 
brought no one," one ministry man 
noted wistfully. “He relied on us.” 

Ben-Meir said that he would be 
bringing “only technical assistance. 
There is no need for any other aides 
— the Foreign Ministry has excel¬ 
lent people.” 

He noted that as a long-serving 
member of the Knesset Foreign Af¬ 
fairs and Defence Committee, and 
of its subcommittee oh the Foreign 
Ministry, he is well-acquainted with 
the ministry. 

The appointment of a deputy 
minister, and his direct involvement 
in U£.-Israel affairs, are likely to 
hasten the departure from the 
ministry of its second-ranking civil 
servant, deputy director-general 
Han an Baron. 

Baron has been considering leav¬ 
ing for some time, and has been of¬ 
fered the post of director of the 
Israel Museum by Jerusalem Mayor 
Teddy Kollek. A veteran diplomat 
and one of the ministry's ablest 
senior staffers, he is under heavy 
pressure from his colleagues — and 
from the minister — to reconsider. 


Israel is reportedly paying 
$13,500 weekly to store F-16s

Since presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan ordered the 
suspension on the four F-16, which 
were to be delivered to Israel on 
June t 2 , the planes continue to be 
U.S. Air Force property. General

U.S., Israel 
to discuss 
next UN session 

Post Diplomatic Correspondent 

The U.S. State Department of¬ 
ficial in charge of UN affairs is due 
in Israel tomorrow- for consultations 
prior to the annual UN General As¬ 
sembly which opens in September. 

Elliot Abrams, assistant secretary 
of stale of international organiza¬ 
tions, will confer with Foreign 
Ministry officials — among them 
Yehuda Blum, Israel's ambassador 
to the UN,, who is at home for con¬ 
sultations. 

Blum told reporters this week 
that the General Assembly this year 
would doubtless provide “the 
familiar string of condemnations of 
Israel” — but beyond that Israel 
ought not to face any “unfamiliar 
dangers.” 

Blum said he was confident that, 
as in the past, the U.S. would stand 
by Israel to ward off any attempt by 
the Arab rejectionist states and 
their supporters to attack Israel's 
credentials. 

In the past there have been 
threats from some Arab states that 
they would lead an effort to chal¬ 
lenge <-the Israeli delegation's 
credentials and thereby oust Israel 
from the General Assembly. 


East Jerusalem 
editor questioned 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
R A MALL AH. — The chief editor 
of the East Jerusalem daily Al-Fojr 
was questioned yesterday by police 
about the interview with Ramallah 
mayor Karim Khalaf published in 
his newspaper on July 28. 

The editor, Hanna Siniora, told 
his interrogators that he stood 
behind the veracity of the article. 
Siniora said afterwards that he was 
asked during the 20 -minute inter¬ 
rogation whether he had submitted 
the interview to the censor. He said 
he had not because it had no 
security implications. 

Khalaf was released on IS 10,000 
bail earlier this week after being 
questioned about possible violation 
of the ban imposed by the military 
government on statements of sup¬ 
port for the PLO. Khalaf main¬ 
tained that he had been misquoted 
in the article. The reporter who 
Interviewed him, Daoud Munzer, 
also was questioned by police and 
maiotaiped.that his. repost was.ac¬ 
curate. 

>C' left-wing Israeli delegation 
visited Khalaf on Monday to ex¬ 
press their support. The delegation 
included MK Charlie Biton and Uzi 
Burstein of the DFPE, Lapid Dori 
of Mapam and Naomi Kies of Sheli. 
The delegation condemned Khalaf s 
detention and interrogation. Khalaf 
told his visitors that restrictions 
placed on him prevented him from 
being guest of honour at a football 
game between Ramallah and a 
visiting Austrian team.

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Senior Iranian deputy slain by three gunmen Warsaw blockade lifted 


LONDON. — Three black-clad 
gunmen killed a senior Iranian 
ideologue in Teheran yesterday, 
provoking calls for increased 
protection for parliamentary 
deputies. 

Teheran Radio said Hassan Ayat, 
a rounder of the ruling Islamic 
Republican Party (IRP) and a 
member of the Majlis (parliament), 
was killed by the assassins in front 
of his home as he was leaving for the 
assembly. 

The radio said Ayat's driver and 
one of his bodyguards were 
wounded when his car was sprayed 
with automatic rifle fire. 

The killing took place shortly 
before the Majlis endorsed IRP 
leader Mohammed Javad Bahonar 
as prime minister. Bahonar, a 47- 
year-old Shi'ite Moslem clergyman, 
was chosen by new president 
Mohammad Ali Rajai. 

Hojatoleslam Hashemi Rafsan- 
jani. speaker of the Majlis, blamed 
"counter revolutionaries’* for the 
assassination. He called for in¬ 
creased security for parliamentary 


deputies, who he said were the main 
target of a recent wave of political 
violence in Iran. 

Ayatollah Hossein Ali Montazeri. 
widely regarded as a possible suc¬ 
cessor to revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini, blamed the in¬ 
cident on "the great satan" — a 
reference to the U.S. 

In a message to the Majlis, he said 
America was “determined to 
destroy the system of the Islamic 
republic ... and spread terrorism.*' 

Ayat, 44. was the most prominent 
Iranian leader to be killed since 
more than 70 leading politicians 
died in a bomb blast at. the IRP 
headquarters in Teheran on June 
28. 

As a member of the party’s 
policy-making central council, he 
played a major role in a power 
struggle against former president 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr. 

Bani-Sadr. who fled to Paris last 
week and was granted political 
asylum, alleged last year that Ayat 
was involved in a plot to overthrow 
him. But the IRP leader denied the 


charge. 

• Another parliamentarian narrow¬ 
ly escaped assassination, the official 
Pars news agency reported. Nine 
convicted "seditionists" were ex¬ 
ecuted in various parts of Iran for 
their support of the outlawed leftist 
organization Mujahedeen Khalq 
and other radical groups. Pars said. 

The second attack was 1 on 
Bahaeddin Aiamolhoda, from the 
northwestern town of Ardabil. * 

Men firing from a speeding car 
tried to kill Aiamolhoda, who es¬ 
caped unhurt, Pars said. But his 
bodyguard was wounded. 

Pars said the nine were executed 
by firing squads in the southwestern 
city of Dezful and the northern' 
cities of Rasht and Mashhad Tues¬ 
day night and yesterday morning on 
charges of armed insurrection. 

Among them was Abbas Saberi, 
who was described as a founder and 
a central committee member of the 
Maoist Ranjbaran Party, which is 
aligned with the Mujahedeen Khalq 
in the underground campaign 
against Khomeini’s regime.

Bolivian president resigns 


LA PA2 (Reuter). — Bolivia’s 
president resigned Tuesday night 
after two members of the country's 
ruling military junta joined a 
generals' revolt against his turbulent 
year-old administration. 

President Luis Garcia Meza an¬ 
nounced his resignation on televi¬ 
sion. describing the two generals 
who led the uprising against him as 
"power-hungry adventurers who 
were political and professional 
failures.** 

General Garcia Meza, 32, who 
seized power in a military coup last 
July, became the victim of the 190th 
military takeover in Bolivia since it 
gained independence 1S6 years ago. 
He had survived three previous at¬ 
tempts to oust him. 

His removal looked almost cer¬ 
tain on Tuesday afternoon when 
navy officers threw themselves 
behind the uprising in the eastern 
province of Santa Cruz. Then army 
units around the country were 
reported co be joining the revolt, led 
by former president Alberto 
Natusch Busch and General Lucio 
Anez Rivero. 


He finally decided to step down 
when Waldo .Bernal, the air force 
commander, and Vice-Admiral 
Oscar Pammo, the navy com¬ 
mander. both members of the 
three-man military junta, pledged 
their support for the rebels, military 
sources said. 

The third member of the junta, 
Celso Torrelio, commander of theI 
army, did not say whether he was 
for or against the revolt. 

General Garcia Meza, who 
declared in his farewell speech that 
Bolivia was in danger of grave col¬ 
lapse and in dire need of a strong 
leader, went to the airport after 
handing over power to the junta. 
But airport sources said his destina¬ 
tion was not immediately known. 

The general ousted the caretaker 
government of Mrs. Lidia Guiler 
last year and forced most of his op¬ 
ponents to leave the country. But he 
came under fire from fellow officers 
who accused him of turning a blind 
eye to the alleged involvement of 
some military colleagues in 
Bolivia's booming cocaine trade. 


70 European hostages freed 
by Senegalese in Gambia 


BANJUL, Gambia (Reuter). — 
Seventy European hostages held by 
rebels in a hotel near here have 
been freed unharmed by Senegalese 
commandos, the troops’ leader said 
yesterday. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Abel Ngom 
said his men had freed the hostages 
in a one-hour operation at the 
Bakotu Hotel situated between the 
capital and Bakau, where leftist 
rebels are still holding out against 
Senegalese troops. 

It was the first news that any 
European hostages had been in 
rebel hands. 

Colonel Ngom told reporters that 
Gambian President Dawda Jawara 
authorized the commando raid. 

The leftist rebels, who tried to 
seize power last Thursday, are still 
holding 34 African hostages in the 
barracks of Gambia's para-military 
field force in Bakau, 10 kilometres 
from Banjul. 

The hostages include the senior 


wife of Sir Dawda, his eight children 
and the minister of education, 
Dembo Jatta. 

Sir Dawda said yesterday that 
about 30 British tourists in Gambia 
were safe. There. have been no 
reports of any casualties among the 
400 British residents in the country. 

The Senegalese troops were cal¬ 
led in last week by Sir Dawda under 
a mutual defence pact. 

Shops in Banjul were closed, 
most of them having been looted. 
There was little traffic on the streets 
because of a shortage of petrol. 

The director of Banjul hospital 
said 140 corpses had been counted 
at the hospital alone. The 
Senegalese army has reported. 10 of 
its men killed. 

Residents said that much of the 
havoc in Banjul over the last few 
days had been caused by prisoners 
freed and armed during the coup at¬ 
tempt. The prisoners were still at 
large. 


U.S. delays signin g Sea Law treaty U.S., Soviets extend grain pact 


geneva (AP). — The U.S. yester¬ 
day asked that the 150-nation UN 
conference on the Law of the Sea 
reopen negotiations on the 
previously agreed-on formula for 
mining deep-sea minerals. The U.S. 
hinted that it might abandon the 
long-running talks should the 
response be unfavourable. 

Agreeing to the U.S. request 
could prolong the talks by two or 
three years, conference sources 
•said. 

Ambassador James Malone, in a 
speech lo the conference that Has 
met twice yearly since 1974, offered 
no specific alternatives to the 


proposed internationally regulated 
seabed mining regime. 

Malone, an assistant secretary of 
slate and chief American delegate 
to the Sea Law talks, made- dear 
that the Reagan administration in¬ 
tends to analyze the prospects for 
renegotiating before deciding 
whether to press for completion of a 
treaty which, less than a year ago, 
seemed virtually at hand. 

The Reagan . administration's 
principal misgiving concerns the 
proposed apparatus for mining 
minerals on the ocean floors beyond 
the jurisdiction of any country. 


VIENNA. — The U.S. and the 
Soviet Union agreed yesterday lo 
extend their existing grains supply 
agreement for another year with the 
same terms as the current pact that 
expires September 30. 

U.S. chief negotiator William 
Brock said it was agreed to begin 
detailed and in-depth examination 
of a new long-term grains agree¬ 
ment at a session planned for some 
lime lais&Jbjs fall. 


The U.S. will guarantee the supp¬ 
ly of at least six and up to eight mil¬ 
lion tons of grain to the Soviet 
Union, regardless of political 
developments between the two 
countries. 

U.S. officials said the Soviet 
Union, whose farmlands have been 
baking under hot, dry weather this 
summer, would have to buy sub¬ 
stantial amounts of U.S. grain this 
year. (UPI. Reuter) ' * 


Soviets reject EEC Afghan initiative 
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MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday spelled out its ob¬ 
jections to a European Common 
Market initiative on Afghanistan, 
and said it could not form a basis for 
the withdrawal of its troops from 
the country. 

The Communist Party daily 
Pravda published a commentary 
that was the first detailed Soviet 
reply to the West European 
proposals since they were put 
forward by British Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington during a 
visit to Moscow last month. 

Western diplomats said the arti¬ 


cle. which followed several attacks 
on the proposals in the Soviet media 
in the past four weeks, amounted to 
a final and outright rejection. 

The commentary said Moscow 
could not accept the EEC’s call for 
an international conference on the 
Afghanistan issue, without the 
presence of the Soviet-backed 
government in Kabul. The Soviets 
want the present Afghan leaders to 
be partners to the talks, which 
would serve to legitimize the 
government that was set up by the 
Soviets when they invaded 
Afghanistan in December. 1979.

1976 on a charge of plotting an at¬ 
tack on Jordan’s Prime Minister’s 
office to take King Hussein’s 
cabinet hostage. Odeh was 
sentenced to life imprisonment but 
was released a year later by a royal 
pardon. 

In 1978, Odeh caused a crisis 
within the terrorist movement 
when he challenged a PLO decision 
to observe a cease-fire in South 
Lebanon following the 91-day 
Israeli invasion.

CAGLIARI,- Sardinia (AP). — 
Hundreds of firemen, soldiers and. 
volunteers yesterday were fighting 
. fires that have destroyed more than 
17.500 acres of land and roasted' 
hundreds of sheep and pigs alive in 
the past month. 

Mario Me]is, a regional coun¬ 
cilman for Sardinia, told reporters 
he suspected that shepherds set' 
more than 600 fires in July and 
August on the island' to clear 
overgrown pastureland for their 
flocks to graze. 

Despite a government warning 
that flocks would be barred from 
returning to pastureland after arson 
attacks, new fires have been break¬ 
ing out.. There were fears flames 
could spread to army munitions 
dumps and destroy rare fauna.' 


Britain expels 
Soviet diplomat 

LONDON (UPI). — Britain has 
ordered an official at the Soviet Em¬ 
bassy to leave the country within 
week — apparently after die man 
was “caught red-handed*’ in spying 
activities. 

Victor Lazin, said to be a 
technology and science expert at 
the Soviet Embassy, had been 
Watched by British intelligence 
agents for many weeks. The Foreign 
Office would say only that he* was 
being asked to leave "for activities 
incompatible with his status as a 
■ diplomat," — a phrase recognized, 
as a government euphemism for 
spying. 

British newspapers reported that 
government sources said Larin had 
been “caught ’ red-handed”. and ■ 
there was no option but to expel: 
him. But there were no details of 
Lazin'* transgressions, and a 
Conservative Member of Parlia¬ 
ment, Geoffrey Dickens, has asked 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington 
to publish the basic reasons for the 
expulsion. "I want to know whether 
Britain has lost any secrets,” he 
said. 


Near chaos 
reported in 
Afghan dty 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Rebels 
clashed with Afghan and Soviet 
troops in three provinces of 
Afghanistan in the past week, and a 
near breakdown of law and order 
was reported in the southern city of 
Kandahar, diplomatic sources said 
yesterday. 

The sources quoted unidentified a 
reports as saying the fighting was 
heavy in the provinces of Kabul, 
Parwan and Ghazni, but they gave 
no details of casualties-. 

Government^troppf/.HV; the 
central province of Ghazni burned 
.crops in retaliation for the rebel at¬ 
tacks, the sources said. 

Their informants, who were not 
named, had reported a nerr 
breadkdown of law and order in 
Kandahar. Many-shops had closed 
down following an increase in 
looting in the troubled -city, once 
Afghanistan's-major grain market. - 

They said the scale of fighting 
there had draped over the past few 
weeks although daily skirmishes 
between the rebels and Afghan

France sending-food to Poland 


PA R1S. — France will deliver large 
quantities of grain, beef and sugar, 
to Poland as rapidly as possible,to 
help it meet a food shortage, French 
Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy an¬ 
nounced'yesterday. 

‘ Mauroy told reporters after a 
cabinet meeting chaired by Presi¬ 
dent Francois Mitterrand that 
France would send 300,000. tons of 
grain, 7,000 tons of beef and 15,000 - 
tons of sugar on credit. 

Preparations were under way to 
open an air bridge between Paris 
and Warsaw, he said. Trams and 
trucks would also be used to make 
the deliveries.. 

M auroy added that France would 
urgently approach its western allies 
to agree on a loan of S500 million to

The budget for 
yeshiva students will increase as 
cdsts rise. Priority for Tora in- 
stilutes in development towns will 
remain at the existing level and will 
apply to institutes in Judea, 
Samaria, the Golan Heights and the 
Gaza Strip as well. The budget for 
the programme for aiding students 
in boarding schools wili be brought 
in line with the allowances given to 
a child who receives welfare aid or 
is helped by Youth Aliya. The 
programme will include all children 
in Israel who study in a boarding 
school, on condition that their 
families are willing to undergo an 
examination of their sources of in- 

' come. The programme will also ap¬ 
ply to 'External boarding schools" 
which have ho dormitory facilities, 
under criteria set by the Ministry 
of Labour and Social Affairs. Free 
secondary school education will 
also include small yeshivot. The ac¬ 
cepted curricula at these yeshivot 
nifl be recognized, according to 
standards set by the director- 


general of the Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion and Culture. 

39. The Miniary of Education 
will recognize Talmudei Tora as ex- 
empted institutions in the 
framework of the independent 
education network, after they com¬ 
ply with security, hygiene and ven¬ 
tilation requirements only. 

Certification, of the Talmud Tora 
as an exempted institution will be 
the exclusive province of the 
minister of education, without 
reference to the supreme education 
committee of the Ministry of 
Education. The budget of.the 
Talmudei Tora will be in direct rela¬ 
tion to the cost per pupil in the in¬ 
dependent education network. 

40. A coalition committee wiil be 
formed which will examine the 
question of representation on 
religious councils. The religious af¬ 
fairs minister will take into account 
the position of the coalition com¬ 
mittee in forming religious councils. 

41. Since the schools run by mis¬ 
sionary institutions are not

42. The existing status quo on 
religious subjects will be preserved 
in legislation, in administrative 
practices and in regulations. 

43. The status of a yeshiva student 
will be considered equal to that of a 


student at any other institution of 
higher learning in cases concerning 
widow's/widower's benefits and 
compensation for work-related ac¬ 
cidents. 

44. Job allotments for kashrut 
supervisors will be approved ac¬ 
cording to need. 

45. The law forbidding excava¬ 
tions at gravesites will be strictly en¬ 
forced in theory and in practice. 
Any and all human bones or human 
remains which have been extracted 
or will be extracted from any grave 
from any period will be immediately 
buried according to law. Qn all per¬ 
mits for excavations issued by any 
authorized body, it wili be 
specified that if graves are found in 
the excavation area, all digging 
must be. stopped and the grave and 
its contents must be left untouched. 
The Chief Rabbinate must be 
notified in w riling of the graves and 
it will rule on how to proceed. 

A private members' bill concern¬ 
ing ancient graves will be presented 
to the coalition leadership, similar to 
the private members' bill submitted 
to the previous coalition leadership. 

46. Foreign students in yeshivot 
wili receive support equal to that of 
students at universities. 

47. Information presented to new 
immigrants on their arrival in Israel 
will note, in the education section, 
the availability of schools of the in¬ 
dependent education system and of 
Beit Ya'acov (in addition to state 
and state religious schools). 

48. A special annual budget of 
ISTOOm. will be provided for various 


kinds of yeshivot (general, secon¬ 
dary, hesder, vocational, academies 
for girls), and Tora educational pro¬ 
jects. All allocations will appear in 
the state budget, wiil be channelled 
through the relevant ministries, and 
wiil be subject to examination by 
the state comptroller. 

49. Sections 173 and 214 of the 
Penal Code (1977) will be 
scrupulously observed, especially 
concerning radio and TV broad¬ 
casts. 

50. Maintenance of existing set¬ 
tlement movement frameworks and 
those to arise in the future. Reliance 
on the cooperative associations as 
the appropriate channel for dealing 
with settlements. Treatment of in¬ 
dividual cases through the 
Agriculture Ministry will continue, 

51. Continuing to foster the 
growth of new settlement 
throughout the country by provision 
of means of production, water and 
housing, irrespective of movement 
affiliation. 

52. The government will establish 
community settlements for the 
younger generations of veteran 
mosiumm in the vicinity of their 
parents* settlements, with the con¬ 
struction undertaken by the resi¬ 
dents and with government-aid. 

53. The prime minister wiil assure 
the necessary coordination among 
government ministries in order to 
enforce the "Kanovitz” law against 
air pollution.

59. In every neighbourhood 
where there are religious residents, 
Aguda'affiliated schools and 
kindergartens will be established on 
the basis of need. Aguda schools 
will be included in the plans of new 
neighbourhoods for the ultra- 
orthodox. The government will en¬ 
sure that local authorities provide 
the necessary services for the 
Aguda educational system at all 
levels, in accordance with the local 
standards. 

60. In light of the upsurge in as¬ 
similation in the Diaspora now 
striking at significant portions of the 
Jewish people, existing measures to 
strengthen and develop Jewish 
secondary boarding schocis r.iir- 
miyotI in the Diaspora will be_ex- 
punded.

TEL AVIV. _ The dream of Tel 
Aviv Hapoel footballer Moshe Sinai 
to play next season for Aston Villa, 
the English First Division cham¬ 
pions, is evaporating fast. 

Speaking in a radio interview, a 
representative of Tel Aviv Hapoel 
said that they had thrown out a 
figure of £350.000 as a starting-point 
for negotiations. The BBC has 
reported that Villa are not the 
slightest bit interested in even talk¬ 
ing when so prohibitive a sum is sug¬ 
gested. Indeed, the figure seems to 
be so beyond the bounds of reason 
as to suggest that Hapoel are not 
really prepared to negotiate, but are 
determined to keep their young star 
at home. He trained with the team 
this week. 

Since his return home last week, 
Sinai has not joined the club's pre¬ 
season training although he did 
come to the Bloomfield stadium to 
see his teammates workout. “1 am 
not feeling all that well." was Sinai's 
explanation for his reluctance to 
don training gear. 

Tel Aviv Hapoel coach David 
Schweitzer, the man most responsi¬ 
ble for developing Sinai's talents in 
the past two seasons, had a heart-to- 
heart talk with the player, pointing 
out to him that if he went to 
England he would probably find 
hims elf in the Villa reserves for a 
season or two. Schweitzer told Sinai 
he is still too inexperienced to play 
top professional soccer in Europe, 
and advised him to bide his time and 
continue playing here. 

Sinai, however, is in no mood for 
waiting. He was made to feel 
welcome at Villa Park, where he 
trained twice daily with the English 
champions. His introduction to Vil¬ 
la was by a private entrepreneur.

He was put up at Villa's expense 
at a hotel and was driven to and 
from training session. He believed 
the Villa coaches and Saunders 
himself were impressed by his foot¬ 
ball ability. It was the first time that 
Sinai was abroad alone. “I am most 
grateful to Villa for the chance they 
gave me." he said* Last season, he 
had made mercurial progress gain¬ 
ing a regular first team place with 
Tel Aviv Hapoel and also the 
National team.

NEW YORK (AP). — Major league 
baseball players have started the 
ratification process on the agree¬ 
ment that ended their seven-week 
strike, with near-unanimous support 
among the teams reporting ballot 
results.

West Indies cancel invite 
to Kiwi cricket side 



WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
(Reuter). — The West Indies have 
decided to call off a New Zealand 
cricket tour of the Caribbean from 
Februaiy to April next year. This 
decision was regretted. New 
Zealand Cricket Council Chairman, 
Bob Vance, said yesterday. 

The West Indies Cricket Board of 
Control (WICBC) announced of¬ 
ficially yesterday ihey had 
withdrawn an invitation to tour 
because of the South African Rugby 
Union team's current visit to New 
Zealand. But the decision to cancel 
the New Zealand tour was revealed 
during the International Cricket 
Conference meeting in London two 
weeks ago. 


Vance said the decision was 
"regretted by practically everyone" 
at the Conference, comprising New 
Zealand. Australia, England, the 
West Indies, Pakistan, India and Sri 
Lanka, who became Full members at 
this year's meeting. 

The tour from Febuuary to April 
would have been New Zealand's se¬ 
cond to the West Indies. The 
WICBC have asked Pakistan to un¬ 
dertake the trip instead. 

Apart from the Springbok rugby 
tour aspect, the West Indies were 
also concerned about their players 
having to fulfil English county com¬ 
mitments in April when the New 
Zealanders would still have been in 
the Caribbean.

THE WAY ECONOMISTS SEE THINGS 


Economic pundits, who have 
been lavish with their expert advice 
to the establishment over the years 
(and they include the author of 
these lines), arc facing today a lot of 
raised eyebrows. 

Once upon a time, during the 
1950s and 1960s. life was good — in 
ail countries, not just Israel. Output 
was on the up. standards of life 
improved steadily, the labour force 
enjoyed full employment. 

Suddenly, when the world 
entered the 1970s. all that changed. 
The leading industrial nations are 
stuck with a by-now decade-old un¬ 
employment problem, that will not 
go away. Inflation has taken grip, 
and output increases if at all at a 
snail's pace. 

Governments do try to apply the 
economists' prescribed remedies. 
But these formulae don't seem to 
work any more. Margaret Thatcher 
in Britain has reduced the money 
supply. Excess demand, supposedly 
the cause of inflation, is eliminated. 
Yet inflation persists, and the 
number of unemployed has, in her 
time, more than doubled. 

Ronald Reagan of the U.S. com¬ 
bats inflation by similar methods. 
Credit has been made expensive 
(like in Israel). The price of capital 
•is currently 20 per cent. Result? 
Inflation is still around: moreover, 
business activity has slowed down. 
The European prime ministers late¬ 
ly gathered in Ottawa clamoured 
that this high interest-rate policy In 
doing them harm, by extending the 
American slowdown to Europe. 

In Israel. Yigael Hurvitz was 
finance minister a year ago. He 
abolished subsidies. Demand was 
cut sufficiently to generate a mild 
unemployment of 5.5 per cent. Yet 
prices soared by 10 per cent a 
month. 

Comes Yoram Aridor, and opens 
the monetary flood-gates. He does 
everything that the economists 
deplore — increases expenditure, 
reduces taxes, freezes prices with 
the aid*of subsidies. Result: inflation 
down during May and June to a 
monthly 3 per cent. 

Prof. Haim Barkay, of the 
Hebrew’ University, is unperturbed. 
“Everything has its price, even the 
prosperous easy times of the ‘fifties 
and 'sixties.'' he says. "The cost of 
energy was declining in those days 
by 4-5 per cent a year in real terms, 
which gave a boost to economic 
growth.” The investment boom 
sucked in foreign labour. Industries' 
were created that, strictly speaking, 
had no place in northern Europe. 
“Turkish workers were brought to 
Germany. They operated textile 
factories that couldn't subsist with 
high-cost German personnel.” 

“Those textile factories should 
have been built in Turkey, where 
the Turkish workers came from,” 
he points out, not in Germany, to 
which for lack of other job oppor¬ 
tunities, they immigrated. Inciden¬ 
tally, had Turkey developed more 
during the 1960s, it might have been 
a better customer for Germany’s 
high-technology exports in the 
1970s. 

What did happen in the 1970s? 
Barkay prefers not to talk about 
the Israeli scene. He is chairman of 
the central bank's advisory council, 
which puts him in a delicate posi¬ 
tion. As concerns the world at large, 
he believes that several things went 
wrong. First, the long-term *eciine

of fuel prices was brusquely 
reversed, with the emergence of 
OPEC. 

The oil-importing countries, that 
is. all the industrialized states of the 
West (including, in the 1970s. Bri¬ 
tain). were faced with a shortage of 
foreign currency. Trading nations 
fought to export more and import 
less. Competition became fierce. 

The institutionalization of all the 
benefits accumulated during the 
seven fat years started to lake their 
toll during the seven lean years. 
Rigidities had emerged which now 
hampered adaptation. In theory, 
unemployment should have drop¬ 
ped in Britain when Thatcher took 
over, instead of increasing. That is 
what the economists would have 
predicted, on the ground that un¬ 
employment pushes wages down, 
making investment competitive. 

But wages did not go down, 
despite the large pool of idle labour. 
The reason is not or not only, the 
trade unions. It is the existence of 
unemployment insurance in its pre¬ 
sent form. The size of the “dole" is 
unaffected by the ups and downs of 
the employment market. It sets a 
floor below which wages cannot 
sink. 

Britain's and Europe’s problem is 
not so much a lack of jobs as a lack 
of job-seekers. Qualified workers in 
the steel industry, for example, 
thrown out of employment by the 
contraction of output, want their 
posts back — in their own trade, at 
the wages they were used to. 

They are not eager to undergo a 
wearisome process of re-training 
(and waste ail the skills they ac¬ 
quired during those long years at 
the steel mill), in order in the end to 
get a lower-paid job at an unfamiliar 
occupation in some faraway place. 

They would stomach that ordeal < 
all the same if they had to: but they ! 
don’t. They get a sizeable income 
from the labour exchange, which 
permits them to sit back and wait 
until (hopefully) an opening occurs 
back in the steel industry, to which j 
they feel they belong. 

The wait may be a long one. They | 
are not in a hurry, their income, 
though modest, is assured. This ex¬ 
plains why a shortage of labour can 
exist, at a time when a million 
workers are officially registered as 
jobless. The process is called 
stagflation. If wage rates were flexi¬ 
ble and job mobility high, new 
enterprises would spring up and the 
economy would be reactivated. 

“What is likely to happen,” we 
asked Barkay, "if the dole were cut 
in half?" His answer “Unemploy¬ 
ment would drop to half.” He says it 
regretfully, because he believes in 
the welfare system, but the expres¬ 
sion on his face proclaims it clearly: 
the truth cannot be evaded. 

Britain's problems reveal the 
painful contradictions that infest 
the logistics of makihg life com¬ 
plicated. North Sea oil, which came 
on tap at the turn of the eighties, has 
helped bridge the trade gap, which 
on the face of it should be a good 
thing. But it has complicated Bri¬ 
tain's situation further. By increas¬ 
ing the country's exports, it has

protect the elderly from penury the 
government has to supplement the 
pensions, which is another cost. 

Barkay predicts that things will 
nevertheless look up in Britain 
before too long. The government 
will lower interest rates and step 
up demand, which should stimulate 
economic activity, despite the in¬ 
tractable wage situation. 

In the U.S., Reagan's policies 
evoke a reluctant admiration. 
Reluctant, because economists are 
not happy that they have to approve 
measures which, in the short run at 
least, diminish the sum of human 
welfare. There is no gainsaying, 
however, the harsh -logic of plain 
arithmetic. 

The American president is cut¬ 
ting expenditure — and cutting 
taxes as well. On the face of it, the 
one should offset the other. If the

Success 
would be greater if she could cut 
budget expenditure more effective¬ 
ly. There are built-in resistances. 
The dole itself is an outlay, which 
swells as unemployment increases. 
Old-age pensions in Britain are not 
index-linked. Inflation has wreaked 
its havoc here too. In order to 


it would be better to reduce outlays 
and leave the revenue high- 

But high Income tax - inhibits 
economic activity. “As a matter of 
fact,” Barkay explains, “the 
American tax-rate is only being 
reduced to its former level, in real 
terms. 

“Inflation has pushed income- 
earners into higher tax brackets, 
even when their income has not ac¬ 
tually increased in terms of purchas¬ 
ing power.” 

Reagan's cut does little more 
than restore the status quo. 

On the other hand expenditure 
has also, with the passage of time, 
escalated. It must be lowered — by 


more than the expected fall in 
revenue. Reagan has chosen to in¬ 
crease his defence budget, neces¬ 
sitating a greater sacrifice on the 
social front if the overall aim is to be 
attained. 

This choice of priorities is a 
political one, it has little to do with 
economics. What counts to the 
economist is the contraction of total 
expenditure; and its impact is being 
felt. Inflation has declined from 14 
per cent to 8 per cent. The dollar is 
strengthened, which reduces ex¬ 
ports and cheapens imports. That 
may be bad for the balance of trade, 
at least momentarily; but it is cer¬ 
tainly deflationary. 

Barkay denies that Reagan’s tax¬ 
cutting programme hits the poor un¬ 
fairly; it is ^evenly spread across the 
board. “In fact,” he says, “the truly 
rich don’t really get any relief at all. 
Thefe is a rule in the states that the 
fiscal authorities may not take 
more than half a person’s entire in¬ 
come.” So people with most of their 
income in the highest brackets do 
not pay the full marginal tax 
anyway, and correspondingly will 
not benefit from the planned reduc¬ 
tion of those marginal rates. 

When will America overcome its 
stagflation problem? He looks 
slightly cross. “You pressmen 
always expect immediate results. 
Everything takes time.” Reagan’s 
policies are now being applied. Two 
or three years must pass before their 
effect percolates right through the 
system. Prof. Haim Barkay believes 
in patience. 

He is optimistic that the logic of 
economics will continue to prevail, 
even in the unruly present-day 
world.

On the shlnshim of ALEXANDER GATTMON 

The incredible industrialist 


ALEXANDER GATTMON. a 
prominent Israeli industrialist 
whose shloshim is observed today, 
was a man of great spirit and mighty 
achievements. A man of action, he 
shunned limelight, and it was only at 
his funeral that his old colleagues 
and bosses — among them Shimon 
Peres, Yitzhak Shamir and Shmuel 
Toledano — could recall his dedica¬ 
tion to Israel’s progress and his 
almost legendary courage. 

Gattmon was born Olek Guttman 
in Bedzin, Polish Silesia, in 1926. At 
the ag£-.oM4, he exchanged his 
watch fight in the un¬ 

dercrof t— 'iJiLbi s -first skirmishes 
with the Nazis he fled to Hungary. 
TbtL Nazis and their Hungarian 
lackeys finally caught up with him 
and his organization and he was ar¬ 
rested. together with his best friend, 
Emil Brigg, who many years later 
won Israel’s highest distinction, 
“Gibor Yisrael” (Hero of Israel). 

Gattmon was tortured and 
hanged by the Hungarians, who 
were trying to force him to betray 
his underground contacts. But Gatt¬ 
mon refused and was cut down 
from the pi lows only after he had 
lost consciousness. The Hungarians, 
unable to make him talk, sentenced 
him to be hanged again — this time 
for real — on November 29, 1944.

of killing major Nazi criminals. The 
Avengers, armed with folding rifles 
and telescopic sights planned to 
shoot at the Nazi prisoners while 
they were exercising within the 
walls of Spandau Prison, but they 
were restrained by Israeli intel¬ 
ligence. 

Gattmon resigned his commission 
from the Air Force in 1960 in order 
to organize the illegal immigration 
from Morocco. His former boss, 
Shmuel Toledano. claims that it was 
due chiefly to Gattraon's extraor¬ 
dinary courage and dedication that 
over 80,000 Moroccan Jews finally 
settled inJLsraeL. ____... 

On his return to Israel, both Gatt¬ 
mon and Toledano^ were given 
special awards and praised by Presi¬ 
dent Yitzhak Ben-Zvi.

He joined Tuvia 
Friedman and other Nazi hunters in 
the local Hagana branch and was 
selected to approach the Russian 
ambassador in Vienna to ask for 
cooperation. 

The local Hagana section had no 
official standing, yet it succeeded in 
bringing many prominent Austrian 
Nazis to justice. It was, however. 


GATTMON JOINED the ranks of 
Israeli industrialists in 1964, having 
already shown himself to be a good 
businessman and organizer “There 
were few men like Alexander Gatt¬ 
mon," recalls Shmuel Toledano. 
“He was a born leader.” 

A few months ago, Gattmon, who 
had become the director-general of 
the Min metal. Minsara, Moseroth 
and Tsemed companies, was asked 
to become Israel’s ambassador to 
Mexico. He turned down this offer, 
explaining that he did not want to 
live far away from his children and 
did not want to take them out of the 
country. 

Two months ago, Gattmon joined 
Avraham "Buma" Shavit and six 
other Israeli industrialists who at¬ 
tended a conference in Moscow.

At one time, immediately after 
the end of the War of 
Independence, Gattmon joined the 
Avengers, a group of ybung Israelis 
— all survivors of Holocaust — who 
returned to Germany with the aim 


set out for a vacation in Zurich, but 
on the train, Gattmon suffered a 
heart attack. His body was brought 
back to Israel for burial at Tel 
Aviv's Kiryat Shaul Cemetery. 

“Alexander Gattmon embodied 
everything that was good and

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said at'the funeral. 

“He was an outstanding air force 
officer who lived by a principle that 
acts should-speak and the mouth re¬ 
main silent,” added Shimon Peres.

Waste and dishonesty in

which the money was invested. 

The report blasts the association’s _ 
organizational structure, which' 
lacks a deputy director general in 
charge of the commercial depart¬ 
ment. a secretary, a marketing 
manager and a computer systems 
analyst. 

The general' manager of the as¬ 
sociation. Asher Gibesh, resigned 
last week. Gibesh, 67, pleaded poor 


health, but it is understood he was 
aware of the imminent publication 
of the critical report. 

The report details the irregular 
behaviour of some of the senior 
workers, including the personnel 
manager, his deputy, the food 
department manager, the vice 
director for development and a 
manager of one of the association's 
branches. 

The devious behaviour includes 
obtaining a visa to the U.S. under 
false pretences and picking up pay 
for “study sessions” actually spent 
on vacation, collecting holiday al¬ 
lowances while not being away from 
work at all and adding fictitious 
vacation time by up to 150 days. 

The report also notes cases of giv¬ 
ing huge orders without issuing a 
tender, and long, costly delays. 
Finally the report rules that "per¬ 
sonal conclusions” (i.e. resignation) 
must be drawn by the people 
responsible for the grave findings, 
no matter what rank or position 
they hold. 


Merger to create 7th r largest U.S. company 

Du Pont beats out Mobil and 
Seagram for Conoco shares 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — The Du 
Pont Chemical Company claimed 
victory yesterday in its multi-billion- 
dollar takeover battle for the 
Conoco Oil Company, after Mobil 
03 withdrew from a three-way bid¬ 
ding contest. 

Du Pont said it had begun paying 
,598 a share for some 60 per cent of 
Conoco's shares in the most expen¬ 
sive takeover in U.S. corporate 
history. It will cost Du Pont more 
than S?.5 billion. 

Mobil, which had offered a 
higher cash price of S120 for each 
Conoco share, announced that its 
Conoco shares would be tendered 
to the third corporate bidder — 
Seagram, the Canadian drinks com¬ 
pany. Mobil made its decision after 
failing to block the Du Pont offer in 
court. 

The outstanding question was 
what Seagram would do with its 
- Conoco shares. Under terms of the 
Du Pont offer, Seagram could end 
up with a substantial number of Du 
Pont shares.

If the merger takes place, it will 
create the seventh-largest U.S.

with interests ranging from uranium 
mining, coal and oil to 
petrochemicals, electronics and 
agriculture..

5. The government will diligently 
observe the Camp David agree¬ 
ments. 

6. The government will work for 
„the renewal of negotiations on the 

implementation of the agreement 
on full autonomy for the Arab resi¬ 
dents of Judea, Samaria and the 
Gaza Strip. 

7. The autonomy agreed upon at 
Camp David- means neither 
sovereignty nor self-determination. 
The autonomy agreements set down 
at Camp David are guarantees that 
under no conditions wQl a Palesti¬ 
nian state emerge in the territory of 
western "Ereiz Yisrael.” 

8. At the end of the transition 
period, set down in the Camp David 
agreements, Israel will raise its 
claim, and act to realize its right of 
sovereignity over Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza Strip. 

9. Settlement in the Land of Israel 
is a right and an integral part of the 
nation's security. The government 
will act to strengthen, expand and 
develop settlement. The govern¬ 
ment will continue to honour the 
principle that Jewish settlement will 
not cause the eviction of any person 
from his land, village or city. 

10. Equal rights for all residents 
wifi continue to exist in the Land of 
Israel, with no distinctions (on the 
basis) of religion, race,' natipnality.

LONDON. — Official corruption, 
one of China's oldest traditions, has 
reappeared on a wide scale. 

The State Council,-China's'top 
administrative body, has attacked 
“unhealthy practices in commodity 
circulation,” bluntly explained as 
“kickbacks and bribery.” Small 
businesses, large state enterprises, 
individual entrepreneurs and 
, leading officials are all implicated. 

High-level corruption in China is 
traditionally regarded as a sign that 
a dynasty is in decline. In the 
: modern period, one of the sharpest 
propaganda weapons in the com¬ 
munist armoury was the universal 
corruption condoned by the rival 
regime of Chiang Kai-shek. 

According to the State Council 
tens of thousands of dollars 
sometimes are paid to middlemen 
or purchasing agents by enterprises 
desperate for scarce raw materials, 
eager to sell products or to make a 
deal. 

Various euphemisms disguise the 
transactions: “entertainment fees," 
“invitation” or “prize” . fees, 
“hardship subsidies." 

The official People's Dally recent¬ 
ly demanded an end to banquets, 
gifts, and other throwbacks to the 
“old society." 

The authorities deplore the 
justification that, in order to get 
China's creaking econo my going, ir¬ 
regularities are inevitable. They call 
for harsh punishment for those who 
“made bribery an open practice.” 

These attacks highlight the 
onslaught on Hua Guofeng, recent¬ 
ly deposed as chairman, whose en¬ 
tire career is under public secrutiny.

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Our divisive PM 

THE ELECTION campaign, one would have thought, is now over 
hard to forget, it. is true, but surely over. The foul words, the 
fraudulent claims, the ugly gestures — all these would now seem to 
be a matter of the past. The sins that were then committed have 
faded with the mere passage of time, and some of the crimes have ac-. 
tually been punished. 

Just the day before yesterday 11 men received suspended sen¬ 
tences for their part in disturbing the peace at an Alignment rally in 
Petah Tikva last June. A new chapter has rightly opened in the coun¬ 
try's politics, it would seem. 

But it turns out that it really only seems so. Yesterday morning 
Premier Begin presented his new-fashioned cabinet for the Knesset's 
approval, and the unmistakable impression was gained that he was 
still on the hustings, still bidding for the people's votes. Had he 
merely chosen to offer his coalition handiwork a little paean of 
praise, and the opposition a few critical barbs, no one would have 
begrudged it. But the premier's performance was in fact of a different 
order altogether. 

Suffice it to say that never in the country's history has a premier 
yet acted less the national leader and more the party hack in in¬ 
troducing his team to the House. The real issues were carefully 
dodged: not the slightest attempt was made to reconcile the status 
^©-shattering “coalition agreement" with the claim made in the 
“basic guidelines" that the government remained committed to the 
status quo in matters of religion and the state, nor to show how this 
country's plain undertakings under Camp David can be consistent 
with the government's promised assertion of sovereignty over the 
territories after the end of the autonomy. 

Instead there was a pseudo-scholarly dissertation on a state's right 
to self-defence, carrying a premonition of a future adventure — and a 
wholesale attack, campaign trail-style, on the Labour opposition. 
This was capped with a treacly bid for national unity. 

Taking their cue. as it were, directly from the premier. Mr. Begin's 
parliamentary cohorts went on to whoop it up during the speech that 
followed by Labour leader Shimon Peres, as though they were still in 
Petah Tikva or Beit Shemesh or some other campaign site. The 
premier himself, although less loudly than some of his younger lieute¬ 
nants. joined in the melee. 

For the head of a government enjoying, at best, a bare 61 -vote ma¬ 
jority. this amounted to a declaration that the premier cared not a 
farthing for any opinion except his own. so long as he remained in of¬ 
fice. 

This was. then, about as inauspicious a start for the new govern¬ 
ment as could be imagined — and a clear suggestion that its entire 
stewardship, however long or short, would be but one continued 
election campaign. 

Games people play 

ONLY AT THE VERY last minute was Mr. Begin able to complete 
his cabinet. Herut's David Levy would not resume his seat as housing 
and construction minister. He was protesting against the transfer of 
the absorption ministry from bis control to that of Aharon Abuhat- 
zicra. the former religious affairs minister who is now in charge of 
labour and social affairs. After some 30 hours of persuasion and the 
prize of a deputy-premiership, Mr. Levy agreed to serve again. 

His earlier refusal elicited some cries of admiration. It is admit¬ 
tedly rather unusual for an Israeli politician, let alone for as favoured 
a politician as Mr. Levy, to give up a cabinet post for the sake of 
something that looks, at first blush, like principle. But what sort of 
principle is it precisely that Mr. Levy was upholding in this case? 

Basically, it is the principle that a ministry is not so much an instru¬ 
ment of public service as a feudal fief to be held by the incumbent 
minister, so long as his party is a member of the ruling coalition, 
more-or-less in perpetuity. Mr. Abuhatzeira himself claimed 
religious affairs as his “own" bailiwick — although he had in the 
meantime bolted the party that had originally assigned it to him —- 
while it served his bargaining purpose in the recent coalition negotia¬ 
tions. 

Mr. Abuhatzeira and Mr. Levy are direct rivals for the leadership 
and support of the same ethnic constituency. Herut's debt to Mr. 
Levy — Number 2 on its list in the last election — for holding Mr. 
Abuhatzeira at bay, if for nothing else, is undoubted. Mr. Levy must 
believe that this alone should have dictated Mr. Begin's entrusting 
absorption to him again. More important, he could not accept that his 
Herat appointees at absorption should now be at Mr. Abuhaizeira's 
mercy. 

Indeed for this same reason Mr. Abuhatzeira himself stuck so long 
to his guns to save his men at the religions ministry from retribution 
at the hands of his successor. Dr. Burg". 

That is the way things work. A ministry, needless to say. is the men 
(and women) who operate it: but in real life, as opposed to the text¬ 
books, these are conceived not so much as public servants but as a 
power base for the minister. The loss or his power base at absorption 
is the main principle Mr. Levy was seeking to uphold. 

Strangely, the same public that was delighted to hear Mr. Begin's 
assurance, in the course of the last campaign, that the institution of 
protektzya had vanished from the face of Israel's earth since the 
Likud's accession to power, seems to be accepting it as the natural 
order of things. No-one, in any case, raised the question, which of 
the two, Mr. Levy or Mr. Abuhatzeira, if either, is the better choice 
for minister of absorption — or whether the absorption ministry 
deserves to be kept alive at all. This, three years after the Horev 
Commission in effect proposed the dismantling of the ministry- as the 
best way of coping with the challenge of aliya and absorption. . 


POSTSCRIPTS 


^ BRITAIN’S diplomats 
are in the doghouse for 
their inability to speak 
common European languages. At 
the British embassy in Paris, says a 
report of the House of Commons 
Foreign Affairs Committee, only 52 
per cent of the staff can use French 
adequately and in Bonn only 35 per 
cent speak adequate German. 

Responding to the report, one 
MP remarked: “Our diplomats get 
by speaking English very loudly.” 

The report points out, however, 
that British diplomats are better 
when it comes to learning com¬ 
plicated languages like Mandarin, 
Arabic and Tamil. Many ad¬ 
ministrators in the colonial service 
become proficient in Urdu and 
Swahili and Malay, it said. 


PTJI ACCORDING to 
in'll Halacha, a child may

"Honour thy father and thy 
mother” if it means disobeying his 
parents' order to emigrate from 
Israel. Jewish Agency Executive 
Chairman Arye Dulzin was 
probably basing himself on this 
when he told a group of high school 
pupils recently that if tbeir parents 
wanted to emigrate, they should 
rebel and stay here. The 130 young 
people were taking part in the 
founding session of the Zionist 
Council's youth division. It decided 
that the first Zionist youth conven¬ 
tion will Lake place here at the 
beginning of the new school year.

New government’s Dryaones 


urgent task 

The day of reckoning will descend on Israel with a nasty and sud¬ 
den shock unless steps are taken to correct the country's 
economic lop-sidedness, writes -Post Economic Reporter

TO THIS DAY, I cannot quite 
figure out what economic czar 
Ya'acov Meridor had in mind 
when he announced just before 
the elections that scientists, 
working on a secret project under 
his direction, had finally made a 
breakthrough in the manufacture of 
a synthetic fuel to replace oil. 

Is this the long-awaited synthetic 
salvation that will free Israel and the 
rest of the world from Arab threats 
to turn off the taps? 

In the event, the experts’ doubts 
about the veracity of the claims 
dampened the pre-election excite¬ 
ment which Meridor had hoped to 
generate. The whole topic discreet¬ 
ly disappeared from the news, with 
a toned-down explanation from 
Meridor’s spokesman that he had 
been referring to a technological 
improvement, not to an actual 
breakthrough. 

Meanwhile, Israelis have settled 
back to wait for the unveiling of the 
synthetic-fuel process which will 
bring about their salvation. 

SO MUCH for economic super¬ 
minister Meridor and his scientific 
“breakthrough." But the Finance 
M inister. Yoram Aridor, has indeed 
made a breakthrough discovery — 
in the field of-economics. 

Aridor has shown us — and the 
chorus of Doubting Thomases and 
Moshes among economists — that 
printing money at a dizzying pace 
has no effect whatsoever upon the 
rate of inflation. 

Flying in the face of tradition, 
Aridor has proved that despite mas¬ 
sive infusions or money into the 
economy, the inflation rate ha; not 
risen. On the contrary, the priming 
of money has apparently caused in¬ 
flation to slow down. 

Meridor’s breakthrough may 
have excited our imaginations, but 
Aridor has real proof that his dis¬ 
covery actually works.

WHO’S 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Amending the Law of 
Return to exclude converts to 
Judaism under the. auspices of 
Reform, Conservative and 
Reconstructionist Judaism will 
declare illegitimate the kinds of 
Judaism representative of the vast 
majority of American and Canadian 
Jews, since not 15 per cent of North 
American Jewry can be regarded as 
Orthodox by any standard. 

Still, if people want to raise the is¬ 
sue, why stop with conversions? The 
Reform movement long ago stop¬ 
ped requiring a Jewish writ of 
divorce for a woman prior to a se¬ 
cond marriage. A fair number of 
Conservative rabbis ignore that 
provision of the law. And whatever 
they do, they cannot expect the 
Orthodox authorities in the State of 
Israel to regard their writs of 
divorce as valid. Since, it follows, 
most Jewish women married more 
than once are not validly divorced 
from their first marriage, it is the 
fact that the offspring of second and 
later marriages are mamzerim. no 


year's Nobel Prize for Economics. 
For this is a real breakthrough, with 
concrete statistical proof and not 
just a computer model or the 
theorizing of an eminent economics 
professor. 

Indeed, not only has the general 
public fallen under the' spell of 
Aridor’s’“new economics;” many 
economists have also joined the 
ranks of believers. These experts 
view Aridor's success “in the field” 
as proof of correct economic policy. 

There are even those who believe 
that it is possible to neutralize the 
effects of the huge inhesions of 
money after achieving the stated 
aim of holding down prices. No one, 
however, has yet come forward with 
a proposal on just how to ac¬ 
complish this neutralization. 

SOME PEOPLE place their hopes 
in a political solution. Ironically, 
one of these is Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon, who has stated 
emphatically that he supports large 
cuts in defence spending. 

Sharon is quite right — only 
large-scale trimming of the defence 
budget will bring about the desired 
reduction in public spending. 

But-given the present situation in 
the north, who would dare to sug¬ 
gest cutting back the defence 
budget now? Even though there 
may be no direct connection 
between budget cuts and adequate 
security in this particular case, it 
will be extremely difficult now to 
call for cutbacks in the IDFbudgeL 

A second possible solution is to 
use up some foreign currency to 
slow down the exchange rate, a step 
Aridor has already requested from 
the Bank of Israel. This, together 
with lower Customs duties, could 
relieve some of the pressure on 
local manufacturing through in¬ 
creasing imports. 

But this course has its pitfalls. 
One immediate effect will be the 
flight of foreign currency abroad ip 
the hopes of windfall profits when 
the devaluation rate, inevitably in¬ 
creases in the next jfage. 

If the government"sells its foreign 
currency cheaply, the public will 


not hesitate to buy it And this can 
only lead to a drastic reduction in 
foreign currency reserves and an in¬ 
crease in the foreign currency debt 
Perhaps this is no great disaster; it 
may even be a worthwhile price to 
pay in order to slow down the infla¬ 
tion rate and perhaps turn the 
economy around towards a gradual 
reduction of inflationary pressure. 

But if Aridor throws the stone of 
increased imports in-to the 
economic pond, he must contend 
with wide ripples in the economy. 
High Customs duties protect local 
industries from a flood of similar 
products produced more efficiently 
— and often more cheaply — 
abroad. 

Demand for locally made goods 
will inevitably fall off, and this will 
lead to the closure of factories, or 
even entire industries, in Israel 
There could be an advantage, at a 
certain point, in creating this struc- 
- turai unemployment in order to for¬ 
cibly push the economy towards 
desirable and necessary long-term 
goals, with the unemployed taken 
care of by the already-existing 
social welfare system. 

But this is not the best moment 
politically for large-scale unemploy¬ 
ment. Widespread unemployment 
creates a tricky situation for those 
in power (witness current events in 
Britain.) While the public has 
learned to live with a seemingly im¬ 
possible inflation rate and is secure 
in the knowledge that salaries more 
or less keep pace with inflation 
through guaranteed cost-of-living 
increases, the spectre of unemploy¬ 
ment evokes different responses. 

The coalition rests on-a 
parliamentary majority of one, and 
that margin could be uncomfortably 
narrow if unemployment becomes 
an issue. 

This.indeed may be the Align¬ 
ment's only chance of returning to 
power. Prime Minister Menachern 
■ Begin and his ministers are aware of 
this and will certainly move quickly 
to stamp out even the smallest sign 
of an .impending epidemic of un¬ 
employment. T * - ' 

This was amply demonstrated on 
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the eve of the elections when the 
collapse of a number -of factories 
appeared imminent. Any factory- 
owner who cried “Save me” — and 
there was no need to shout twice — 
was immediately shored up with a 
quick fix of government aid, enough 
to tide him over for the next few 
years. 

ONE LAST RESORT is to go cap in 
hand to the U.S. and ask for an in¬ 
crease in economic and military aid. 
This would ensure the maintenance 
of Israel's present lifestyle and allow 
us to go on subsidizing factories, in¬ 
creasing imports and spending 
foreign currency. 

But if Israeli-American relations 
are presently at “one of the most 
difficult points,*’ as .Ambassador to 
the U.S. Ephraim Evron recently 
said, help may. not be forthcoming. 

There is very little reason to ex¬ 
pect that the Reagan Administra¬ 
tion would be sympathetic to an 
Israeli request for more money. 
There is even a chance that the level 
of American aid may be reduced in 
the present climate of diplomatic 
displeasure. 

With all this, the gross distortions 
in the Israeli economy continue to 
grow. Heavy fuel prices are sub¬ 
sidized to die point of encouraging a
